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Report of Forest Fire Warden 


As the tempo of America’s war effort mounts, de- 
mands upon its citizens for service become more nu- 
merous and exacting. 'To some comes the call to arms; 
others to public service and still others to defense in- 
dustries and organizations. No one can possibly es- 
cape if he would. All must bear a proportionate share 
of the burden and the sacrifice. Strong first line fronts 
on land, sea and in the air are needed and can be de- 
veloped and maintained only if there is unity of pur- 
pose and common determination behind the home 
front. 


As men are drawn into service the burden of car- 
rying on rests more heavily upon those forced to re- 
main at home. Here, team work becomes increasing- 
ly important because of constantly diminishing man- 
power. A general breakdown in essential local activi- 
ties and law observance can only be prevented by whole- 
hearted cooperation between citizens and leaders. 


There is no field of endeavor where cooperation 
and compliance with law and regulation are more 
needed than that of forest fire control. The most ef- 
fective and economical effort in this field of activity is 
that of prevention. The old adage “an ounce of pre- 
vention” being “worth a pound of cure” was never 
more aptly applied than to forest fire control. 


The forest fire warden is, by law, the designated 
local leader in forest fire matters. He exercises his 
prerogatives and discharges his duties as such under 
the direction of the State Forester. There was never 
a time when the warden needed each citizen’s good will 
and cooperation more than he does now. With man- 
power waning, fire prevention, through efficient prep- 
aration, care with fire and compliance with necessary 
regulations become a vital duty of citizenship. 
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For years efforts have been made to improve the 
usual bad spring and fall fire record. It was not un- 
til this year, however, that this problem was, to a great 
extent solved when permit burning was more rigidly 
restricted. Forest fire wardens were instructed not 
to issue permits except on rainy days. This plan 
worked out so well it has been decided to make it the 
established policy governing legal burning. 


Everyone is well acquainted with the several civ- 
ilian defense groups. Many of our fellow townsmen 
are serving in one or other of them. It is only recent- 
ly, however, that the Office of Civilian Defense, récog- 
nizing the threat forest fires are to our timber facilities 
and resources and the possible disruption of war ac- 
tivities in critical areas, established the ‘‘Forest Fire 
Fighters Service.” Its purpose is to provide fire fight- 
ers, equipped and trained, to strengthen the hand of 
the local forest fire warden; to acquaint the people in 
the area with their responsibility in fire prevention and 
suppression and to provide an opportunity for people 
in and near forested areas to participate in the war 
effort. The State Forester is the State Coordinator ; 
the District Fire Chiefs are District Coordinators and 
the Warden is the Local Coordinator. The Forest Fire 
Fighters Service personnel will be registered under the 
direction of the Office of Civilian Defense; it will be 
trained by the local warden and his assistants, aided 
by the District Chief. Individual citizens are urged to 
join this service group by applying to their local for- 
est fire warden. By becoming a part of this organi- 
zation locally, individuals can contribute their share 
toward the protection of our forest resources which 
are so vital to the war job. 


During this critical period it is more than ever 
the part of good and prudent citizenship to remember 
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1. That permission to burn in or near woodland 
or where fire may be communicated to woodland must 
be secured from the forest fire warden when the ground 
is not covered with snow. 


2. To be careful when smoking in or near the 
woods and not to throw lighted cigars, cigarettes or 
matches from moving vehicles. 


3. To notify your local warden promptly of any 
fires you see. 


4. That fire prevention is the best and cheapest 
fire insurance. 


5. To be fire-minded; be careful; be cooperative 
and thus help your warden prevent forest fires. This 
is patriotism at work.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Board and Citizens of Strafford: 


During the past year, the schools have not only 
been affected by the war but have also taken an in- 
creasing part in civilian war activities. School sup- 
plies and maintenance have been influenced by priori- 
ties, shortages, and increased prices. Fortunately the 
schools have been granted a Preference Rating of P10, 
which enables them to obtain most needed materials. 
Transportation has been regulated by gasoline and tire 
rationing, as well as the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion requirements eliminating all unnecessary mileage. 
Due to enlistments in the armed forces, defense labor 
opportunities, and other causes, the teacher placement 
situation became acute last summer, as the supply of 
available candidates dwindled to nearly zero. Some re- 
lief was obtained when the State Board of Education 
temporarily issued emergency regulations admitting a 
few teachers with training and experience. 


The reliance of the United States Government up- 
on the schools of America as the agency best able to 
contact the whole population and administer the com- 
plicated machinery of rationing has been repeatedly 
met by willing and loyal service in addition to their 
regular duties, on the part of the teachers and their 
assistants recruited in the community. Beginning 
with the Sugar Registration and issuance of Ration 
Book No. 1 last spring, the schools have carried on two 
separate gasoline registrations and the oil rationing 
program. With a minimum of instruction and super- 
vision, the teachers serving as administrators in 
charge of local sites have assembled and trained their 
own staffs, organized and adapted the programs to lo- 
cal needs, and carefully accounted for the valuable 
materials entrusted to them. The elementary schools

and the Academy have all been used as sites. It is ex- 
pected that the elementary schools will again be used 
in February for the issuance of War Ration Book No. 
2 in connection with the “Point Rationing” of processed 
fruits and vegetables, etc. 


The schools have also cooperated in the encour- 
agement of war savings, the salvaging of junk, the 
display of war posters, the returning of hoarded coins 
to circulation, special nutrition programs, and the in- 
terpretation of the meaning of the war. By means of 
periodicals throughout all the gradgs, the children are 
at least as well informed as any other section of the 
public in regard to the persons, places, efforts, histori- 
cal backgrounds, and future aims involved in the pres- 
ent struggle. 


The Air Age has brought a radically different 
geography, with entirely different concepts of space 
and time, different maps from those of the old land and 
water travel, different mathematical problems, a lit- 
erature of its own, and a new alignment of the sci- 
ences. The revolution produced in human ways, and 
consequently in the education of the rising generation 
for living in the Air Age, can only be compared to the 
Renaissance, which ushered in modern history with 
the discovery of gunpowder and the invention of print- 
ing (incidentally long known to our present Allies, the 
Chinese), the revival of learning and the discovery of 
America by Christopher Columbus. The languages, 
culture, and aspirations of Latin America, Russia, and 
the Orient, hitherto deemed of minor importance, have 
suddenly become of vital interest to every thinking 
person. In the next few years, many of our boys and 
girls will work in different phases of the aeronautical 
industry, some will fight in planes, many more will fly 
planes, nearly all will ride in planes as a matter of 
course, and all of us, young and old, will be profound- 
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ly affected by the issues which will be decided by air 
power in war and the changes which will come about 
in world relationships in time of peace as a result of 
the Air Age. 


The health of our children now appears as more 
than a matter of regular school attendance, or of their 
own comfort and welfare, or of their future earning 
power. It is seen to be essential to the physical fit- 
ness of the nation that is battling for its life. That 21 
out of 96 enrolled pupils received dental certificates of 
complete care lasteyear is an indication of the extent 
to which the district, with the cooperation of the Red 
Cross, Bow Lake Grange, School Nurse Margaret 
Macdonald, Dr. C. H. Manning, and interested parents 
have been able to make a certain definite contribution 
to the nation’s strength and ability to withstand the - 
rigors of war time and the labors incident to setting up 
a just and lasting peace.
